Government are also of the view that there is no need for the 
Central Coir Marketing Societies to release stocks to local 
purchasers on credit . Therefore the system of credit sales 
should be discontinued immediately . Even if the trade custom 
requires that time may be allowed to the purchaser up to 15 
days for making payment, this may be given in the case of 
approved parties but the goods should be allowed to be lifted 
only after the actual payment is made . All amounts now out 
standing on account of credit sales should be recovered by the 
Central Coir Marketing Societies within a period of three 
months at the latest. 

(8 ) Government agree in principle that working capital 
loan to Coir Societies should be routed through the Co-opera 
tive Institutions. 

The maximum borrowing limit of the primary societies 
shall be fixed at ten times the paid -up share captial and reserve 
fund of the society plus 50 % of the value of stock on hand 
including fibre and yarn under processing subject to a maxi 
mum of Rs. 50,000. Subject to this maximum limit the Central 
Banks will fix the credit limits for each society for each year 
taking into account the requirements of each society and its 
financial position. 

The amount required for issue of loans to the Coir 
Societies will be advanced by the Government as loan at 212 % 
interest to the Apex Co -operative Bank and the Apex Bank 
will make the loans available to the primaries through the 
District Certral Banks in the form of overdraft or cash credit 
accommodation . It will be the responsibility of the Banks to 
supervise the loans and to collect and repay the amount 
advanced by Government. Government consider that primaries 
should be able to get the loans at 212 % interest. To cover the 
handling charges of the Banks, the Apex Co -operative Bank 
and the District Central Banks together will be given a subsidy 
not exceeding 3 % per annum calculated on the actual amounts 
outstanding with the primary societies. The rate of con 
mission will be reviewed after one year in the light of the 
amount paid out and the work involved . Government are aware 
that this business is being handled by the Apex Bank for the 
first time and in the beginning the Bank should be guaranteed 
against losses . The experience in the case of Government 
loans to Coir Societies has also not been very happy . There 
fore the Government will be prepared to guarantee upto 95 % 
of losses to the Co-operative Banks. 

The Director of Industries and Commerce (Coir ) would 
make available to the Apex Co -operative Bank and the Dis 
trict Central Banks, if required by them , estimates of the 
amount required by the primary societies to maintain full 
production in different regions for purchase of retted husk , 
payment of other incidental charges in connection with 
processing etc., and the turnover of the societies. This 
arrangements will be reviewed after a period of three years, 


( 9 ) Loans towards share capital would be advanced to 
the societies direct by Government. 

( 10 ) In the case of the existing societies , each society 
will be reorganised after examining its working in detail. As 
and when each society is reorganised to the satisfaction of the 
State Co-operative Bank or District Co-operative Central Banks 
and the Department, the assets and liabilities would be trans 
ferred to the Co -operative Banks concerned for further super 
vision of the loans . Until the societies are so rehabilitated , 
the supervision of the loans wild continue with the Depart 
ment. 

The lcan amounts involved in the case of each society 
reorganised and transferred . to the Co -operative Bank will 
also be treated as advance the State Co-operative Bank on 
the same couditions as indicated in paragraph 8 above. 
Government direct the 

we affairs of all the Coir Co 
operative Societies who so far been given loans by 
Government should be full investigated . An adequate number 
of Officers will be imme .ately deputed for this work . The 
Officers so appointed shall examine the constitution of each 
society and its Managing Committee, its general working and 
its financial condition , including a proper assessment of its 
real assets and liabilities and formulate proposals so as to make 
the society conform to the principles enunciated above and 
enable it to carry on work in a satisfactory manner . The 
Director of Industries and Commerce will see that the re 
organisation of the existing societies will be completed within 
six months positively .
